WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—The 
politically explosive Dixon-Yates 
contract drew new Democratic 
attacks today after being ‘signed 
yesterday with major last-minute 
revisions. 

Chairman W. Sterling Cole 
(Rep.), New York, predicted the 
Joint Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy would get to a vote tomor- 
row on President Eisenhower's 
request for a waiver of a 30-day 
waiting peried that otherwise 
would start Jan. 5. 


The signing of the contract 
led to no indication of abate- 
ment of the politica] controversy 
that has surrounded the private 
power deal ever since it became 
known last spring. 


‘Fat is in the Fire.’ 

Senator Clinton P. Anderson 
(Dem.), New Mexico, said: “The 
fat is now in the fire.” Ander- 
son is slated to become chair- 
man of the Joint Committee if 
the Democrats organize the Sen- 
ate in January. 

Anderson noted that the pro- 
posed $107,250,000 Dixon-Yates 
steam-electric generating plant 
at West Memphis, Ark., would 
produce power for the Memphis 
(Tenn.) area as an alternative 
to a new Tennessee Valley Au- 
thurity steam plant. 

“Let Memphis and TVA work 
out between themselves that 
local power supply problem,” 
he urged. “More importantly, 
let the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion put its time and talents 
into bombs and not bonanzas,” 

Two major hurdles still stand 
in the way of completion on the 
power deak Before the contract 
becomes effective, the joint 
committee must waive the wait- 
ing period or hold the contract 
before it for 30 days starting 
Jan. 5. 

In addition, the agreement 
cannot take effect until the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion has approved stock deals to 
set up the Mississippi Valley 
Generating ,Corp., a new firm 
being organized to carry out the 
contract. 


Democrats Assail Changes. 

Democrats immediately as- 
sailed two chief changes that 
had been made in the contract 
in an effort to satisfy foes of 
the private power proposal—a 
$600,000 limit on Dixon-Yates’s 
annual profits from the Govern- 
ment, and a provision that the 
Government could recapture the 
plant within three years after 
the contract becomes effective. 

Opponents pointed out that a 
$600,000 yearly profit on the 
Dixon-Yates equity investment 
or $5,500,000 will come to 10.9 
per cent and that a shortage in 
one year may be made up by 
any surpluses carried over from 
previous years. 

Representative Chet Holifield 
(Dem.), California, said this pro- 
vision meant that an “allowable 
profit of 11 per cent” had been 
substituted for a guaranteed 
profit of 9 per cent. Backers of 
the contract denied that the 
earlier draft would have guar- 
anteed the 9 per cent profit on 
which ic was based. 

Holifield added that the Dix- 
on-Yates group—Middle South 
Utilities, Inc., and the Southern 
Co.—would reap extra profits 
from surplus power that would 
be available to them at 1.863 
mills per kilowatt, compared to 
a 4-mill charge that the compa- 
nies could make to the Govern- 
ment for back-up power sup-

Patrolman Testifies Also 
That Doctor Left 
Scene of Killing With- 


out Permission. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
The policeman who started the 
investigation of Marilyn Shep- 
pard’s killing said today he 
found no signs anyone had 
broken into the Lakefront house, 
and no evidence of a struggle in 
the bedreéom or on the beach 
beside the House. 


Patrolman Fred F. Drenkhan 
of Bay Village testified also that 
Dr. Samuel’ H. Sheppard, 30- 
year-old osteopath charged with 
clubbing his wife to death last 
July 4, left the scene of the 
killing that morning without 
Drenkhan’s permission. 

The testimony was offered to 
support two parts of the state’s 
case: 

A challenge of Dr. Shep- 
pard’s story that a bushy- 
haired instruder killed his wife 
and “clobbered” him in the 
house and on the beach in a 
fight. 

That relatives whisked the 
defendant away from the mur- 
der scene and shielded him, 
slowing the investigation. 

No One Asked. 

Assistant Prosecutor Thomas 
J. Parrino asked Drenkhan: 

“Did Dr. Steve (Sam's broth- 
er, Stephen) ask you at any time 
whether or not it was all right 
for Sam to leave?” 
on? he didn’t,” Drenkhan re- 


“Did you hear Dr. Steve ask 
anyone there—any of the police 
officers—whether it was per- 
‘missible to have Sam leave the 
premises?” Parrino continted. 

“No,”. the. patrolman -replied. 

Later in  cross-examination 
William J. Corrigan asked 
Drenkhan . about. a visit the 
patrolman made to Dr. Shep- 
pard at Bay View hospital that 
Same afternoon, and about a 
photograph he took of the de- 
fendant. 

“You went freely into the 
room: There was no interfer- 
ence:” Corrigan asked. 

“Yes,” Drenkhan answered. 
He said Sheppard’s brothers, 
Stephen and Richard, welcomed 
him into the room and that Dr. 
Sam’s face ang lips appeared 
swollen and his eyes closed. 

Describing his examination of 
the house when he arrived about 
6 a.m. on July 4, Drenkhan said 
he found no sign of forcible 
entry at any point. . Qnly one 
of the three windows where the 
pregnant 31-year-old victim lay 
on a bloody bed was open, Dren- 
khan said. 

Two Fishermen. 

Today Parrino brought the 
questioning around to two fish- 
ermen reported seeing figures 
on the beach of the Sheppard 
home early on the morning ‘of 
the killing. 

Drenkhan related that a few 
days after the killing an 18-year- 
old boy volunteered to police 
that he and two teen-aged com- 
panions had been on the beach 
about 1 a.m: July 4.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Nov. 12—Russia today accepted 
the Eisenhower atoms-for-peace 
plan for iniernational co-opera- 
tion in developing nuclear power 
for peaceful’ and constructive 
purposes. 

Andrei Y. Vishinsky told the 
United Nations Political Com- 
mittee that the Soviet Union’s 
demand for abolition of the 
atomic weapons did not prevent 
Kremlin negotiations for control 
of other means of disarmament 
or from entering in the world 
effort to utilize atomic energy 
for beneficial purposes. 


Hiolds No Illusions, He Says. 


The Russian spokesman said 
the Soviet Union had no illu- 
sions that the scheme would 
eliminate the use of*atomic or 
hydrogen bombs or avert ‘the 
threat of nuclear war. 

He chided Western nations 
for devoting atomic resources 
to the manufacture of destruc- 
tive nuclear weapons instead of 
utilizing them for beneficial 
pursuits. 

Vishinsky argued that if the 
manufacturers of atomic imple- 
ments of war were halted, there 
would be no other place for 
atomic energy to be used than 
for constructive purposes. 

With that end in view, the 
Soviet* Union was willing to set- 
tle for a promise among nations 
not to use the power for weap- 
ons of mass destruction, if other 
more specific agreements with 
safeguards could not be at- 
tained. This premise, however, 
did not preclude Soviet co- 
operation in the efforts to find 
benevolent uses for the power, 
he emphasized. 

Vishinsky spoke in the debate 
on an American-backed resolu- 
tion to start the wheels turning 
on the atoms-for-peace plan. 

Previous speakers in the long 
discussion, including represen- 
tatives of the United States and 
six co-sponsors of the resolution 
—Britain, France, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, Belgium and South Africa 
—repeatedly urged Moscow to 
join the international nuclear 
enterprise. 

Canada underlfhed the invi- 
tation by nominating the Soviet 
Union, India and Brazil to serve 
on a team with the United 
States, United Kingdom, France 
and Canada to advise the U.N. 
secretariat on the composition 
and functions of an international 
scientific congress at which nu- 
clear experts could outline ob- 
jectives of the projected world 
agency. 

The resolution asks the U.N. 
General Assembly to recognize 
that a world atomic agency to 
collect and distribute atomic 
materials and “know-how” is 
being established by the spon- 
soring powers. Membership will 
be open to nations, in or out of 
the U.N., with nuclear resources 
to contribute who negotiate bi- 
lateral agreements for participa- 
tion. 

The degree of participation 
and the disposition of its ton- 
tribution of nuclear material and 
information will be determined 
by each individua! government, 
thus making the contemplated 
agency a “clearing house” for 
atomic resources instead of the 
“international pool’ projecte 
in the original Eisenhower plan. 

Morning speakers today in- 
cluded Yugoslavia and Syria. 
Denmark, Venezuela, Costa Rica 
and Nationalist China yesterday 
acclaimed the Eisenhower plan.

$100,000,000 Investment 
Corporation Would 
Make Non - Guaran- 
teed Venture Loans in 
Poorer Countries.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP) 
— Under increasing pressure 


from needy nations for a great- 
er flow of American investment 
dollars, the Government has 
agreed to back a $100,000,000 in- 
ternational investment agency. 
The decision, announced late 
yesterday, reverses a policy of 
opposition to the idea of years’ 
standing. 


The move was expected to get 
British co-cperation, and to raise 
a round of cheers from capital- 
hungry nations of the free world 
whose peoples are demanding a 
living standard nearer to that of 
the United States. 


Announcing the reversal in 
United States Government atti- 
tude, Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey cautioned that the 
venture would be an experiment 
“subject to review from time to 
time.” 


Latin American Demands. 


Humphrey , made _ the _  an- 
nouncement only a few days be- 
fore his departure for Rio de 
Janeiro, where he will head the 
United States delegation to a 
Western Hemisphere economic 
conference opening Nov. 22, 
i'There the Latin American na- 
tions were regarded as certain 
to renew their demands for cre- 
ation of an officially financed 
investment corporation. Middle 
Eastern and Asian nations also 
have pressed for such an agency. 


Congressional approval of 
United States participation is 
necessary, and Humphrey said 
the Administration would sub- 
mit the plan to Congress as soon 
as details have been worked out. 
It was learned that some Con- 
gressional soundings already 
have been made and that reac- 
tion thus far has been favorable. 

In New York, Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. hailed 
the decision as a “step forward 
toward industrializing underde- 
veloped countries. 

Humphrey's announcement ac- 
cepted the name—International 
Finance Corp.—and most opera- 
tional details of the institution 
advocated during the last four 
years by underdeveloped na- 
tions. 

Under World Bank. 

As long proposed, Humphrey 
suggested that the corporation 
should operate as an agency of 
the 57-member World Bank— 
the lending arm of the United 
Nations set up after World War 
Il for reconstruction and devel- 
opmental lending.

Bank President Eugene Black, 
the Economic and Social Coun- 
cil of. the United Nations, and 
others had proposed an agency 
financed by subscriptions from 
member nations to invest in

curred while Nugent was a pris- 
oner of war in Korea between 
July 5, 1950, and Sept, 1, 1953, 
when he was released. 

Maj. Nugent said he _ wel- 
comed “airing of these charges 
against me,” and said he was 
confident he would be cleared. 
He said he tried to help his fel- 
low prisoners and never re- 
ceived . preferential treatment 
from the Communists. 

“I am not and never have 
been a Communist nor sympa- 
thetic in any way with any of 
their teachings or beliefs,” he 
added. 

The Army said that two of 
the most serious charges allege 
treasonable offenses. 

They allege offering of in- 
telligence to the enemy, imped- 
ing escape of fellow prisoners of 
war, permitting use of his 
photo and signature on surrend- 
er leaflets and _ collaborating 
with the enemy. 

Nugent was a member of the 
Twenty-fourth Division at the 
timeof his capture in the early 
days of the Korean war. He was 
commissioned in the Wisconsin 
National Guard in 1940 and 
served in Europe during the 
war and in the occupation army. 
The public information | of- 
ficer at Fort Sill pointed out 
that the charges do not neces- 
sarily mean court martial will 
follow. Under the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice, the 
accused must first be informed 
of the charges against him. An 
investigating officer is then ap- 
pointed who will decide whether 
the charges should be prose- 
cuted or dropped. 

Nugent arrived here in mid- 
November 1953 after his release 
from the Red prison camp.

road” as it labors over the na- 
tion’s problems. 

Stennis, a member of the 
Watkins committee, charged 
that McCarthy had used the 
Senate floor itself to “splash 
and splatter’ colleagues. He 
said that McCarthy's behavior 
toward members of the Gillette- 
Hennings subcommittee on elec- 
tions in 1952 was an insult to 
the constitutional authority of 
the Senate. 

‘Political Morality’ at Stake. 

The question the Senate must 
decide in its vote on the cen- 
sure motion against McCarthy 
“is political morality in sena- 
torial conduct,” he said. 

If the Senate approves of Mc- 
Carthy’s conduct, Stennis as- 
serted, “then something fine 
has gone out of this chamber.” 

Senator Stennis confined most 
of his brief speech to analyzing 
McCarthy's behavior toward the 
Gillette - Hennings subcommit- 
tee but as he neared his conclu- 
sion he took note of McCarthy's 
assertion that the Watkins Come 
mittee was the “unknowing 
handmaiden” and the “involun- 
tary agent” of the Communist 
party 

It was not only the Gillette- 
Hennings committee on which 
Senator McCarthy poured “slush 
and slime,” but on the select 
committee as well, he said: 
“He picked another spot here 
on the Senate floor to splash 
and splatter,” Stennis said. 

He said that, for himself, he 
did not accept the argument that 
McCarthy might be excused for 
such cond because he had 
done effective work in the field 
of investigating subversion. 

“I don’t approve of such slush 
and slime as senatorial conduct,” 
Stennis said. 

Hopes for ‘Guidance.’ 

He expressed hope that the 
Senators in deciding to approve 
or disapprove McCarthy's con- 
duct “will find divine guidance, 
help and encouragement” in 
performing their duty. 

At the outset of his speech 
Stennis noted the absence of 
MgCarthy from the chamber. He 
said he had hoped he would be 
present and had so informed 
McCarthy's counsel, Edward B, 
Williams, who sat in the Sen- 
ator’s chair.

WARSHIP OREGON 
BURIED AT SEA 


PORTLAND, Oro., Nov. 12 
(AP)—The Battleship Oregon 
Commission wants to see the old 
warship buried at sea, instead of 
being sold. 

There have been some recent 
proposals to move the ship from 
Guam, where it has been a stow- 
age barge, and try to restore it 
as a memorial in Oregon. The 
cost would be excessive, said the 
commission, in a letter yester- 
day to Gov. Paul Patterson. 

The commission suggested “a 
proper military burial] in the Pa- 
cific Ocean with all possible 
honors and publicity” instead of 
“the disgrace of being sold for 


Oregon, whose dash 
around the horn in 1898 centered 
public attention on need for the 
Panama Canal, was a floating 
museum here until World War 
II when it was taken by the 
Navy and stripped for use as a 
barge. 


KERR-M’GEE’S PLEA TO CALL | 
OFF OIL LEASE BIDS GRANTED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP) 
—The Department of the In- 
terior announced today it is dis- 
regarding nine high bids sub- 
mitted by Kerr-McGee oil in- 


dustries of Oklahoma city for 
federal oil leases off the coast 
of Louisiana. 

Secretary of Interior Douglas 
McKay said the action was di- 
rected by the acting comptroller 
general, who ruled there was 
sufficient evidence. that an error 
had been made by the oil firm 
in making its bids. 

The company, with which 
Senator Robert Kerr (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, is connected, re- 
quested the right to withdraw 
the bids the day after they were 
opened, Oct. 13. It said block 
numbers had been mistaken for 
tract numbers and thus the bids 
were on submerged property in 
which it had no information or 
interest. 

The bids totaled $14,664,000, 
and a down payment of $2,932,- 
800 was submitted. The Interior 
Department returned the de- 
posited money, along with $70,- 
000 in deposits on $350,000 bid 
for three additional tracts for 
which the company was not high.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)

Dulles himself served as a Re- 
publican consultant to Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson and oth- 
er Democratic officials in pre- 
vious years. , 

Since the election of Demo- 
cratic majorities for the Con- 
gress convening in January, 
there has been speculation 
whether Dulles would adopt such 
nego of bipartisan relation- 
ship. : 

It appears now that he is will- 
ing to do so if that action seems 
desirable to the Democratic lead- 
ership. He does not, himself, 
intend to take the initiative in 
proposing some Democratic ex- 
pert on foreign policy to join 
the State Department staff. 

In any move Of that sort he 
is reported to desire that the 
Democratic leadership select a 
man in whom the. Democratic 
leaders would have confidence

and who could speak in the 
councils of the State Department 
with an effective voice. 

President Eisenhower has said 
since the election that he will 
seek a bipartisan development 
of foreign policy and will con- 
sult with Democratic leaders.

Dulles and Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull helped lay the 
basis’ of bipartisanship in 1944 
with an agreement to keep the 
United Nations issue out of 
heated political debate in that 
year’s presidential election. 
Dulles had been a national fig- 
ure in the field of foreign policy 
for years prior to that. 

Afterward he became closely 
associated with the late Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), of Michigan; 
served as adviser to several sec- 
retaries of state, and finally be- 
came a member of the Senate 
from New York State. It was 
after these events that he joined 
Acheson as a Republican con- 
sultant and successfully execut- 
ed the task of negotiating Jap- 
anese peace and defense treaties. 


SAIGON, Indochina, Nov. 12 
(UP) — Emperor Bao Dai has 
summoned Viet Nam Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. Nguyen Van 
Hinh to France for urgent talks, 
Viet Nam Army sources said to- 
day. He is expected to leave 
next week. 

The sources said there was no 
doubt the subject of the talks 
will be the political crisis which 
has almost paralyzed South Viet 
Nam for two months. 

The general yesterday re. 
ceived Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
President Eisenhower’s personal 
envoy. They had a two-hour 
talk described by Army sources 
as “very friendly.” The sources 
said the military situation in 
South Viet Nam had béen thor- 
oughly discussed and that Col- 
lins showed “great understand- 


ing” of it. 
- Premier Ngo Dinh Diem’s 


He said he hoped such a meet- 
ing of the Manila pact council 
could take place in a few weeks. 
It was. learned that Bangkok, 
capital of Communist-threatened 
Thailand, was being considered 
as the possible meeting site. The 
Senate is not expected to act on 
the treaty until its regular ses- 
sion opening in January. 

The treaty commits the sign- 
ers to consult on ways “to meet 
the common danger” in case the 
treaty area is threatened by at- 
tack or subversion. 

Dulles took a half-hour to out- 
line the intent and effect of the 
agreement, signed Sept. 8 at 
Manila. He then was questioned 
for an hour and a half by com- 
mittee members, among them 
Senate Republican Leader Know- 
land of California, who asked for 
“full information” on how the 
Communists were . complying 
with the Korea and Indochina 
truce agreements. 

Knowland said he wanted 
answers in secret at a closed 
session of the committee. Sources 
indicated such a meeting might 
be held Saturday. Chairman 
Wiley (Rep.) Wisconsin, has said 
he wants to get a report approv- 
ing the pact out as quickly as 
possible. Already something of 
a record has been set: the treaty 
was sent to the Senate Wednes- 
day, got hearings yesterday. Dul- 
les called such speed “without 
precedent.” 

Dulles told the committee he 
would discuss Indochina—‘the 
situation is by no means satis- 
factory”—with French Premier 
Mendes-France after his arrival 
for talks next Wednesday. 

The Secretary indicated he ex- 
pects to have by then a report 
from Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
former Army Chief of Staff sent 
to Indochina by President Eisen- 
hower to see what and how much 
American aid the French and 
Viet Naghese need there.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Ellis Island, through whose por- 
tals 20,000,000 immigrants 
passed in 62 years, was closed 
down today. 

The last alien housed on the 
little isle in New York harbor 
came off at 10:15 a.m. and a few 
hours later the last load of fur- 
niture needed immediately by 
the immigration service also was 
ferried ashore, 

The district immigration di- 
rector, Edward J. Shaughnessy, 
announced: “Business is closed.” 

All immigration activities have 
been consolidated at the district 
headquarters in mid-Manhattan 
occupied by the service 10 years 
ago. 

In its peak years in the early 
part of the century, Ellis Island 
channeled as many as 5000 new- 
comers a day into the new 
world. To speed the tidal 
waves of humanity into the far 
corners of the country, . there 
were as many as 20 railroad 
ticket agents on duty im the 
processing center.

Executive Board of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers to- 
day to an industrywide bargain- 
ing conference of 900 union del- 
egates. 


In’ place of the current five- 
year pacts which expire next 
summer the board urged that 
new contracts shall not exceed 
two years if they include escala- 
tor and improvement factor pro- 
visions, and not to exceed one 
year if they do not include such 
provisions. 

Aim of Wage Plan. 

The guaranteed annual wage 
proposal, termed a “guaranteed 
annual employment plan,” was 
designed to provide incentive 
for employers to plan for full- 
time year-around employment 
for workers having seniority. It 
would also provide income suf- 
ficient to maintain the living 
standards of laid off workers 
when employers are unable to 
provide employment. 

A system of guaranteed pay- 
ments would be tied in with un- 
employment compensation. The 
plan would be further financed 
through a combination of. pay- 
as-you-go and a reserve trust 
fund. It would be jointly ad- 
ministered with decisions made 
independently of state unem- 
ployment compensation agencies. 

Wages would be increased 
through increases in the current 
annual improvement factor al- 
lowances. The cost-of-living al- 
lowance which may exist at time 
of negotiation of the new con- 
tracts would be frozen in the 
new base wage rates.

The subcommittee had a right 
to expect, therefore, that -Mc- 
Carthy would comply with its 
requests for information, Sten- 
nis went on, but instead it got 
“abuse on top of insult.” 

Stennis said he could have 
forgiven McCarthy for that, “but 
he challenged the integrity of 
its members.” 

Called Them “Pickpockets.” 


He recalled that McCarthy 
had referred to the subcommit- 
tee in letters as being composed 
of “pickpockets” stealing the 
taxpayers’ money and to one 
member, Senator Robert C. Hen- 
rickson, New Jersey Republican, 
as a “living miracle 
brains or guts.” 

“This was not just an attack 
on Senator Hendrickson or the 
others,” Stennis said. “It was 
an insult to the constitutional 


} 


authority of this Senate. It was 
an insult to constitutional au- 
thority which had just been ap- 
proved by the Senate.” 

He said there was no escap- 
ing the conclusion that McCar- 
thy’s conduct toward the sub- 
committee was obstructive of 
senatorial processes, which most 
Senators consider the major 
basis for censure. 

McCarthy was not just an 
“ordinary person” committing 
these acts, Stennis went on. ‘He 
is a United States Senator, a 
former judge, a chairman of two 
major senatorial committees. He 
was a man we elevated to high 
authority. We vouched for 
him.” 

As he concluded, Democratic 
Senators rushed to his desk, 
shaking his hand and pounding 
his back. His was the first 
presentation by a Democratic 
member of the Watkins Com- 
mittee. The tenor of his demand 
for senatorial consideration of 
the very heart of the issue be- 
fore it—senatorial dignity and 
authority—led many Democratic 
Senators to speculate on the 
early collapse of “compromise” 
movements on the censure issue. 

His stand was taken to indi- 
cate Republicans would make 
no inroads among southern 
Democrats in trying to water 
down the censure resolution. 

Vice President Nixon said sig- 
nificantly that he believed now 
that a substitute for the resolu- 
tion would have only a “three 
to one chance to pass.” 

Yesterday Senator Francis M. 
Case, South Dakota Republican 
and a member of the six-man 
Watkins committee, threw the 
door wide open for McCarthy, 
and other Senate Republicans, 
for that matter, to avoid a 
showdown on the censure issue. 

Case, obviously hoping for 
conciliation, said he personally 
felt that by an apology Mc- 
Carthy would knock out the 
first count of the Watkins Com- 
mittee resolution, under which 
he would be censured for his 
conduct toward the Senate 
Elections subcommittee and its 
members. As for the second 
count, involving Gen. Zwicker, 
Case said he felt this could be 
disposed of by a Senate resolu- 
tion “disavowing” abusive re- 
marks toward witnesses before 
Senate committees. 

Case did not explain why both 
counts should not call for apolo- 
gies. Earlier, on the Senate 
floor, however, he had taken 
the position that McCarthy’s de- 
nunciation of the Elections sub- 
committee and its members was 
obstructive of legislative proc- 
esses and, therefore, censur- 
able. 

Gen. Zwicker, not being a 
Senator, could, presumably, be 
abused without legislative proc- 
esses being obstructed, and 
therefore, no apology by Mc- 
Carthy would be required. 

Dirksen said his substitute 
resolution, under present plans, 
would not be introduced until 
all major speeches planned in 
connection with the censure mo- 
tion have been delivered. 

There were indications that 
McCarthy would at no time of- 
fer an apology to the Elections 
subcommittee, though he might 
to Senator Hendrickson. 

Though Dirksen forces are 
trying to rally some conserva- 
tive Southern support for their 
compromise through Senator 
James O. Eastland (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, their inroads are re- 
garded as negligible. For one 
thing, Stennis, his fellow Sena- 
tor from Mississippi, was one of 
the three Democrats on the 
Watkins Committee who joined 
three Republicans in recom- 
mending censure. For another, 
Senator Walter F. George of 
Georgia, to whom most of the 
Democrats look for their cue, 
has made it known that he in- 
tends to support the censure 
resolution. 

Predicting that Democrats 
would stand almost as a bloc 
against the Republican leader- 
ship’s efforts to modify the cen- 
sure resolution, Democratic 
leaders, who preferred not to 
be named, told the  Post- 
Dispatch that McCarthy has in- 
flicted damage on the Senate 
and obstructed its processes and 
no amount of watering-down 
will purge the record of that. 
They said they would base 
their votes on what the record 
of the Watkins Committee shows 
and not on what Dirksen and 
his pro-McCarthy allies think it 
ought to show. 

As for apology relieving Mc- 
Carthy of censure, one Demo- 
cratic Senator described the 
proposal as “fantastic.” Another 
told the Post-Dispatch: “It's too 
late for a deathbed confession.” 

Case said yesterday that he 
did not believe censure of 
McCarthy for contemptuous be- 
havior toward the Senate Elec- 
tions subcommittee could be jus- 
tified on grounds other than 
the language McCarthy used in 
letters sent to its succeeding 
chairmen, Gillette and Hennings. 

Case, while acknowledging 
that McCarthy’s reference to 


| Hendrickson would be slander in 
any state and that his references 


without 


to the subcommittee were 
grounds for censure, neverthe- 
less, urged McCarthy to attempt 
to justify his action and to do it 
temperately. 

McCarthy’s position on “apol- 
ogy” was: 3 
“Hendrickson and I were al- 
ways good friends. As far as the 
Gillette committee is concerned 
there is nothing that I have done 
that I would have done differ- 
ently.” 

McCarthy Angers Watkins. 

Senator Arthur V. Watkins, a 
white-haired, peppery Republi; 
can from Utah who served as 
chairman of the censure com- 
mittee, was not so conciliatory 
toward McCarthy as was his 
colleague Case. Watkins, who 
took the heat of the McCarthy 
assault on the select committee 
Wednesday, was the target again 
yesterday of McCarthy barbs. 

Obviously nettled, Watkins 
rose and said: “I wonder some- 
times if I am on trial here. 

“The Senate can take judicial 
notice of the fact that McCarthy 
always tries someone else and 
never quite gets around to being 
tried himself.” . 

The spectators’ gallery was 
jammed again yesterday and at 
one point the sergeant-at-arms 
had to warn the audience against 
further demonstrations when a 
remark by McCarthy drew ap- 
plause. . Most of the spectators 
were from among a large group 
of McCarthy supporters who 
came here for a McCarthy rally 
at Constitution Hall last night. 
Several hundred stood in queues 
in the Capitol corridors througb- 
out the day unsuccessfully at- 
tempting to gain admission to 
the Senate galleries to watch 
their hero. 

Although Senator Case was on 
the floor throughout most of the 
day, McCarthy managed to get 
in a charge that the Gillette- 
Hennings subcommittee “illegal- 
ly” used a “mail cover” on nis 
mail and that of three of his as- 
sistants in the 1951-52 investi- 
gation. This is not a new charge. 
“Mail cover” is a post office 
check on addresses and return 
addresses of mail sent and re- 
ceived by individuals who may 
be under official surveillance. 

Senator Herman Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho, who has been 
doing most of the talking for 
McCarthy when the junior Sen- 
ator from Wisconsin was _ not, 
himself, taking the floor, ques- 
tioned Case about several pre- 
vious instances of abusive re- 
marks of Senators toward col- 
leagues and asked if the Watkins 
Committee considered these for 
possible censure. 

Case replied that the cases 
Welker referred to were not 
before the Watkins Committee 
and should properly have been 
dealt with at the time they oc- 
curred. 

Case ‘told Welker there is a 
Senate rule against one Senator 
abusing another physically or by 
utterance and that the offended 
party has a right to invoke that 
rule if he wishes. 

“Failure to enforce the rule 
does not destroy the right to 
invoke it and does not destroy 
the rule,” Case said. 


QUEEN ELIZABETH 
WANTS TO CHANGE 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Queen Elizabeth II has ex- 
pressed a wish that the Tudor 
crown be replaced by the St. 
Edward’s crown as the royal in- 
signia, a Buckingham Palace 
spokesman said last night. 

This may mean a change in 
tens of thousands of such insig- 
nia used on uniform buttons of 
the armed forces, “by appoint- 
ment to Her Majesty” store 
signs, government stationery, 
and post office boxes and trucks. 

A Government spokesman said 
the changes would be made grad- 
ually as the items bearing the 
old crown wear out. 

The Tudor crown has two 
semicircular strips rising from 
the base and crossing over the 
velvet cap. The St. Edward’s 
crown, the type used for the 
Queen’s coronation, also has two 
strips but these are indented at 
the crossover point, giving the 
crown a less elongated appear- 
ance. 

The palace spokesman said the 
Queen “prefers the shape of the 
St. Edward’s crown but it is 
purely her wish and not an or- 
der” to-change. 


LLOYD’S OF LONDON 
HURRICANE CLAIMS 
TOTAL $112,000,000 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Carol, Dolly, Edna and Hazel 
today sent the bill for their 
tragic sprees to Lloyd's and it 
came to $112,000,000. 


The four are the code names 
for hurricanes which roared out 
of the Caribbean this year and 
cut paths of devastation there 
and in the United States and 
Canada. 

Insurance underwriters at 
Lloyd’s said they expect to pay

Political Adviser, Re- 
place Adams, Denied 
by Hagerty.

the first of a series of moves 
in the advanced planning stage, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, now head 
of the American delegation to

given an important office in the 
White House as No. 1 political 
adviser to President Eisen-

The changes have been de- 
cided on as a consequence of 
the elections of Nov. 2 and a 
strong feeling of the need to 
strengthen the liaison between 
the White House and Congress. 
During his two terms as a Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts Lodge 
made many friends. As an ally 
and in a sense a protege of the 
late Senator Arthur Vandenberg 
of Michigan, he had an active 
part in helping to achieve the 
bipartisan foreign policy which 
won the co-operation of most 
Republicans. 

‘Nonsense,’ Hagerty Says. 

Asked about reports of a 
White House re-shuffle carried 
in Akron (O.) Beacon-Journal, 
James P. Hagerw, White House 
press secretary said in Toledo 
that this was “a lot of non- 
sense,” adding that the Presi- 
dent had faith and trust in 
Sherman Adams, assistant to the 
President. 

As planned at present, Lodge’s 
place at the U.N. will be taken 
by Senator John Sherman Coop- 
er of Kentucky, who was de- 
feated-.for re-election by former 
Vice President Alben W. Bark- 
ley. Cooper was one of the Re- 
publican consultants named by 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson and he at one time un- 
der the Truman Administration 
held the title of ambassador at 
large. 

He has three times served on 
the American delegation to the 
U.N., once as principal delegate. 
During this service he familiar- 
ized himself with all phases of 
U.N. activity, taking an active 
part in the disarmament discus- 
sions of that time. The disarm- 
ament controversy will be a ma- 
jor preoccupation of the U.N. in 
coming months. 

Since his defeat Cooper has 
also been publicly mentioned as 
a possible Ambassador to India. 
The present American Ambassa- 
dor in New Delhi, career diplo- 
mat George V. Allen, is being’ 
re-assigned. While there could 
be a last-minute shift in plans, 
the proposal to’send Cooper to 
the U.N. in Lodge’s place has 
gone so far as to have been 
taken up with Dag Hammar- 
skjold, the U.N.’s secretary gen- 
eral. Cooper denies that he has 
been officially approached for 
the position. 

Would Replace Adams, 

Lodge, according to the re- 
port, would replace Adams. No 
single figure in the Eisenhower 
Administration has come under 
such concentrated political fire 
from Capitol Hill as Adams, 
Senators and Representatives 
blame him because they cannot 
get to the President. Since the 
elections the barrage of public 
criticism has increased. 

It is still a question, however, 
whether Adams will step out of 
his present position. He has the 
loyalty of the President despite 
his attackers. If Adams stays, it 
is possible that a new post may 
be created for Lodge. According 
to his friends, Adams is anxious 
to return to his native New 
Hampshire. 

In a speech some months be- 
fore the election, Adams said 
that several factors would enter 
into the Presidert’s decision 
about seeking a second term,

Role in Eisenhower Draft. 

Lodge was the chief public 
instrument in bringing about the 
‘draft” of Gen. Eisenhower in 
1952. In January of that year, 
when a Senator, he announced 
at a press conference that after 
consultation with the General 
he could state unqualifiedly that 
Gen. Eisenhower would be a 
candidate for the Republican 
nomination. 

There followed an interval, 
which may have given Lodge 
some uneasiness, when reporters 
both in Washington and Paris 
tried to reach Gen. Eisenhower 
on the telephone to confirm the 
statement, They had no suc- 
cess. Finally from SHAPE 
headquarters outside Paris a 
more or less non-committal 
statement was issued that did 
not throw down the Lodge as- 
sertion. 

Lodge at 52, the grandson of 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge who 
thwarted Woodrow Wilson’s 
League of Nations, is an in- 
tensely ambitious man. He 
would like to be Secretary of 
States. Those who know him 
believe that the White House is 
well within the range of his am- 
bitious vision. 

President Admires Him. 

Regardless of whether the 
President is grateful to Lodge 
for his part in the “draft,” he 
has a high admiration for the 
present chief delegate to the 
U.N. His name often comes up 
in presidential conversations and 
always with the remark that 
Lodge is capable of filling any 
office in the government from 
President on down. Lodge pres- 
ently attends Cabinet meetings 
as U.N. delegate. 

In relation to his ambitions, 
Lodge cannot afford to remain 
longer in the U.N. post. With 
many Republicans the United 
Nations is as popular as poison

ivy. If he is to nave a further 
career, he must obtain a new 
and more popular identification. 
Some criticism of his role at the 
U.N, has turned on his insistence 
at every moment in making sure 
that he was speaking for Amer- 
ica’s interests rather, in the view 
of his critics, than for the U.N. 
He was defeated for re-election 
two years ago in part because of 
the defection of Taft Republi- 
cans who charged him with be- 
ing an internationalist and with 
betraying their hero. 


Recently Loge’s son, George 
Cabot Lodge, 27, was made di- 
rector of information in the De- 
partment of Labor. A brother, 
John Davis Lodge, was defeated 
for re-election as Governor of 
Connecticut by a Democrat, 
Abraham Ribicoff, in a surprise 
upset. John Davis Lodge is said 
to have long desired an ambas- 
sadorial post, with his eyes on 
Rome where another Connecti- 
cut citizen, Clare Boothe Luce, 
is now Ambassador.

Rally His Fight 


Against Reds Will ‘Go on and on’ 


Senator and Wife Make Surprise Appear- 
ance—He Assures Backers Censure 
Wouldn’t Stop Him. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 12 (AP) 
~—Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
told more than 3500 cheering 
and whistling adherents last 
night that his campaign against 


Communism will “go on and on 
and on.”

censure him—a debate which, 
he said, “makes me, sick way 
down deep inside.” 

McCarthy and his wife Jean 


* made an unannounced appear- 


ance at a rally in Constitutional 
Hall attended largely by self- 
styled “aggressive McCarthy- 
ites” who had come here from 
New York, Boston and other 
cities to urge their Senators td 
vote against censure of the Wis- 
consin Republican. 

The principal speaker, Sena- 
tor Herman Welker (Rep.), 
Idaho, was in the midst of a 
talk hailing his colleague as 
“one of the greatest living foes 
of Communist slavery” when 
the McCarthys entered the hall 
and, helped through the crowd 
by police, made their way to 
the stage. 

McCarthy devoted most of his 
brief talk to American policy 
on American service men still 
held by the Chinese Commu- 
nists, addressing directly a group 
of wives and mothers who were 
seated on the stage, black- 
garbed., 

“You are the victims of a mas- 
sive appeasement—one that has 


' been going on year after year 


and that knows no | political 
bounds,” the Senator said. His 


voice broke and tears appeared 
in his eyes. Some of the women 
wept openly. 

McCarthy was given a plaque 
for “fearless persistence in bat- 
the enemies of our coun- 

the rally co-ordinator, 
Rabbi Benjamin Schultz of New 
York City. It was Rabbi Schultz 
who said the rally was arranged 
by “aggressive McCarthyites” 
who, he said, paid their own 
way to the capital. 

Welker described the pending 
resolution to censure McCarthy 
as “dirty work . . . foul play.” 
Cutting short his speech when 
McCarthy arrived, he omitted a 
section of his text declaring that 
it was understandable the Com- 
munists would fight McCarthy 
but “what I cannot understan 
is that his own party should join 
in this conspiracy.” 

Welker predicted that if Mc- 
Carthy is censured by the Sen- 
ate, a strong campaign will be 
launched to seat Red China in 
the United Nations. 

Among those introduced at the 
rally were Senators Karl E. 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, and 
Barry Goldwater (Rep.), Arizona; 
Representative Fred E. Busbey 
(Rep.), Illinois, former Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler of Montana, 
former Representative Hamilton 
Fish of New Yerk and columnist 
Westbrook Pegler.

“Tl asked the defendant what 
happened,” he testified, “and he 
said he heard Marilyn scream 
ani he remembered fighting on 
the stairs, that he was in the 
water and that he came up the 
steps. 


Appeared Dazed. 

“He appeared dazed. He had 
on a pair of trousers and was 
bare from the waist up.

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British Reporters Are Bitter 
About Queen Mother, U.S. Press 


Pictures Show Her Mingling With U.S. 
Newsmen—She Wouldn’t in 
England.

LONDON, Nov. 12—Pictures 
of Queen Mother Elizabeth min- 
gling with the American press 
in Washington are printed here 
with some measure of bitterness 
on the part of the British news- 
papers, 

It was only a few months ago 
that Prime Minister Churchill 
addressed the National Press 


Club in Washington—an assign- 
ment the Prime Minister would 
never consider taking on in Lon- 


on. 

The Fleet Street bitterness is 
not directed particularly at the 
Queen Mother and Churchill but 
rather at the general contempt 
that British officialdom shows 
toward English newspapers and 
newspaper men, For the Queen 
Mother to attend a press recep- 
tion is unthinkable in England. 

Lowly State for Century. 

The British press has been in 
a lowly state for a century or 
more. Reporters in general are 
ill-treated, ill-paid and regarded 
with unfriendly impatience by 
the aristocracy, by big business 
and by top politicians. 

Not that newspapers are not 
read. The daily circulation of 
London’s newspapers is 21,000.,- 
000, which is about three times 
the circulation of New York 
City newspapers. 

The common people are in- 
veterate newspaper readers. 
They idolize man¥ of the colum- 
nists. Still the politicians and 
aristocracy nurture a haughty 
contempt for the press. 

Englishmen who have studied 
this phenomenon claim that re- 
porters for London newspapers 
generally have been uneducated 
keyhole snoopers and scandal- 
mongers with no sense of in- 
tegrity or decency. 


Some contend that the heat of g 


competition among London’s 12 
newspapers forces reporters to 
employ underhanded methods to 
score news beats. 
Standing is Important. 

The whole question of the 
standing of the press is im- 
portant because it affects the 
gathering of news and the in- 
forming of the public on current 
matters. When reporters are un- 
able to contact news sources, 
the public remains ill-informed. 

Lord Beaverbrook of the Lon- 
don Daily Express, Lord Rother- 
mere of Associated Newspapers, 
Ltd., and Col. J. J. Astor of the 


. 


London Times of course are 
treated with respect and dignity. 

But few of their newspaper 
men are treated any better than 
public enemies by the powerful 
of England. 

The American press is given 
some special consideration be- 
cause the aristocracy, politicians 
and big business realize that the 
press in the United States has 
considerable standing. Report- 
ers are better educated and gen- 
erally indicate a developed sense 
of integrity. 

But even this is not complete. 
Churchill annually declines to 
address a luncheon of the Amer- 
ican Correspondents Associa- 
tion. Anthony Eden, Clement 
Attlee and some Cabinet mem- 
bers make an annual speech to 
the newsmen—but not Churchill. 

' o Duke. 

Suggestions for inviting the 
Duke of Edinburgh to an off- 
the-record luncheon have been 
properly washed out by Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

Gladwyn Jebb, former United 
Nations delegate and nof am- 
bassador to Paris, has always 
shown the greatest contempt for 
the press, The other night he 
kept American, French and Brit- 
ish reporters standing outside 
the British embassy in the rain 
from 1 am. to 3 a.m. before 
seeing them. He later apologized 
to the American and French 
diplomatic correspondents and 
stated that an official could not 
be found to unlock an empty 
room. 

The London Times Sunday 
supplement recently did a full 
job of research into the con- 
trasting position of the British 
and American press and decried 
the situation here. 

Years of ill-treatment is now 
accepted by the British without 
complaint. Hubert Wolfe’s qua- 
train is often quoted by officials 
to indicate their attitude. It

Was Nearer Right Than Wrong 


o Show Davies 


When Hindsight 
Infallible Is New 


To Declare Diplomat Is ‘Security Risk’ 


Damage Foreign Service. 


Shows He Was Not 
Concept Which Will

WASHINGTON. 


HE MORE the Administration’s explainers explain the dis- 
T missal of John Paton Davies as a “security risk” on the 
ground that he showed “bad judgment,” principally while 
serving in China 10 years ago, the less it satisfies many in Wash- 


ington who listen to it. 

In appraising what, in all 
candor, seems to me a bizarre 
and nightmarish application of 
security it is important to clear 
away what is not at issue. 

Davies has devoted his whole 
adult life to the Foreign Serv- 
ice. He has held trusted posts 
in China, in Moscow, in Frank- 
furt during the occupation of 
Germany and has earned the 
commendation of most of his 
supertors,. including the former 
Under Secretary of State, Gen. 
Walter Bedel] Smith. 

The latest security board to 
hear the evidence—eight pre- 
vious security boards have 
cleared him—found Davies com- 
pletely loyal, completely de- 
voted to the United States and 
hever imprudent with Govern- 
ment secrets. 

It did find that in its judg- 
ment Davies exercised “lack of 
judgment.” 

Post-Facto Wisdom. 

How do you measure “lack of 
judgment” in terms of security? 
What are the criteria for judg- 
ing “judgment,” especially some 
10 years after? Are the judges 
alone to be allowed wisdom 
after the event? How good was 
their judgment on many things 
in the past? Is “judgment” 
bad when it diverges from the 
prevailing view at the time—or 
afterward? And only good when 
it conforms to official policy? 

What was the judgment or 
“lack of judgment” which 
Davies exercised and which in- 
cited the charges against him? 

From 1942 to 1945 Davies 
served as diplomatic attache to 
the American commanding gen- 
eral in China, first Gen. Still- 
well and later Gen. Wedemeyer. 

His View of China. 

During this period Davies's 
policy recommendations reached 
more and more strongly to 
these conclusions: 

That Chiang Kai-shek couldn’t 
succeed in holding the reins of 
government after Japan was de- 
feated, that his was a decaying 
government, 

That it was obvious the 
United States was not going to 
commit itself to putting an 
American Army in China to 
fight the civil war for him. 

That since the Chinese Com- 
munists were on the way to 
winning control, it was better 
to have Chinese Communists 


friendly to us than to drive 
them more into Moscow’s hands. 

Nearer Right Than Wrong. 

I don’t argue that these are 
all good judgments, but they 
were defensible judgments and, 
as history unfolded, nearer 
right than wrong. Davies's 
judgments were not accepted in 
Washington. They did not be- 
come policy. If they had, it is 
entirely probable that they 
would not have averted a pro- 
Soviet Chinese regime. But 
neither did any policy which 
the United States did pursue. 
I can’t believe that America is 
going to develop a mature, re- 
sourceful, intellectually honest 
Foreign Service by firing a vet- 
eran Foreign Service officer as 
a security risk principally be- 
cause of differences of policy 
judgment. 

Whose policy judgments, 
looked at with wisdom after the 
event, are infallible? 

Others With ‘Bad Judgment.’ 

In 1945 I listened to Ambas- 
sador Patrick Hurley, who testi- 
fied against Davies, describe the 
Chinese Communists as “Okla- 
homa Republicans with guns— 
wanting to get into office.” 
Later he changed his mind. 

In his book, “Peace or War,” 
written about five years age 
when he was performing differ- 
ent services for the Govern- 
ment, John Foster Dulles argued 
the merits of giving the U.N. 
universality by admitting Red 
China. He doesn’t argue the 
merits of this view now. 


In 1930 it was President Her- 
bert Hoover’s judgment that the 
stock market recovery was just 
around the corner, that there 
would be no serious depression, 
that policy could be based on 
that premise. Hoover was dis- 
missed—by the yoters—but not 
‘as @ security risk!"~ 

I don’t argue that John Paton 
Davies is an outstanding and 
reliable Foreign Service officer. 
I don’t know. If he isn’t, he 
should be assigned to a post 
where less critical matters are 
at stake, But he shouldn’t be 
fired as a “security risk.” If 
the Government keeps this up 
—and its decision on Davies is 
more powerful than any policy 
directive—it won’t have a For- 
eign Service worth *the cable 
costs to transmit its judgments.

With the signing of the Dixon-Yates contract 
by the Atomic Energy Commission, Republicans 
on the Senate-House Joint Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee are heading toward an all-out fight on 
the issue in the coming Congress. They will find 
the trouble waiting for them. 

Representative Whitten of Mississippi, a mem- 
ber of the House Appropriations Committee, and 
Senator Anderson of New Mexico, slated to head 
the Joint Atomic Energy Committee, hope to 
prohibit use of any funds to carry out the con- 
tract. Representative Price of East St. Louis 
says he is “certain the contract will be repudi- 
ated by Congress.” 

These and other opponents of Dixon-Yates will 
now have the added advantage of knowing exact- 
ly what they are fighting.

“I believe,” wrote Mr. Eisenhower, “that the 
project for building new plants at federal ex- 
pense... is .. . wholly indefensible unless 
it should become part of a vast national plan. 
If the Federal Government assumes responsibili- 
ty in perpetuity for providing the TVA area with 
all the power it can accept . . . it has a similar 
responsibility with respect to every other area 
and region and corner of the United States of 
America. Every section of the United States 
should have the same opportunities, and the 


‘Federal Government should not discriminate. 


We have not been alert enough in making cer- 
tain of this equality of treatment.” 

The President has hitherto made it abund- 
antly clear that he opposes extending the “op- 
portunities” created by TVA to any other part 
of the country. What he is saying, therefore, is 
that Federal funds to increase TVA’s generating 
capacity would be “wholly indefensible.” 

The policy objective he is stating is that of 
freezing TVA’s productive capacity at its exist- 
ing level. But the Tennessee Valley is develop- 
ing. Its cities and towns are growing, its 
industries are expanding and new ones are com- 
ing in, its farms are making more and more use 
of electricity for profit and comfort. 

These customers’ only source of electricity is 
TVA. As their demands for electricity increase, 
if TVA cannot build new plants to supply them 
it will be forced to buy the electricity from 
private utilities at whatever price they choose 
to charge. The resulting increases in rates would 
reverse the process of developmert which TVA 
has brought about through the instrumentality 
of low-cost power. The TVA power system would 
be no more useful to the public than if it were 
privately owned.

The Eisenhower letter ignores, in fact, most 
of the realities. It says “if the Federal Govern- 
ment assumes responsibility” for supplying the 
TVA area with electric power; but the Federal 
Government has already assumed that responsi- 
bility, sealed with the sanctity of contract, and 
carrying the good faith of approval by Congress. 

He continues to speak of Federal appropria- 
tions for power plants as “expenses,” when they 
are investments, repaid in full, with a net re- 
turn in TVA’s case of more than 4 per cent on 
top of the full repayment. 

He says Dixon-Yates is a mere “stop-gap,” re- 
sorted to in order to give him time to make up 
his mind about TVA, when his letter indicates 
that he has made up his mind on every point 
that is determining. 

As a candidate for the presidency, Mr. Eisen- 
hower said in the campaign: “Certainly there 
would be no disposition on my part to impair 
the effective working out of TVA.” In his letter 
to Chairman Cole the President wrote: “No one 
in this Administration has any intention of de- 
stroying or damaging TVA or of diminishing its 
effeetiveness in any way.” 

To TVA and to public power throughout the 
country generally, however, there will be very 
little difference whether it is garroted by a 
foe breathing maledictions, or stabbed through 
the heart by one professing only the kindliest 
intentions. 


Once in the Door 

In view of all the legislative barriers to immi- 
gration, Attorney General Brownell’s new plan 
to reduce the detention time of immigrants is a 
small thing. Still it offers a better greeting to 
our shores. Mr. Brownell proposes to use pre 
inspection procedures for aliens seeking en- 
trance, thus avoiding disappointments at ports 
of entry. Our welcome mat is no larger than 
before; once an immigrant is in the door, how- 
ever, he will not so likely be treated as a suspi- 
cious character. And, indeed, a prospective citi- 
zen’s first view of the new land should be a 
happy and free one. That is what most refugees 
hope. for or they would not come and America

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French Socialists Show the Way 

The 6-to-1 decision of the French Socialists to 
throw their strength to Premier Mendes-France 
and vote for ratification of the new European 
defense agreements is perhaps the biggest suc- 
cess achieved so far by the French New Deal. 
The actual vote at the special party convention 
was 2817 to 454, so the mandate to the party's 
105 representatives in the Assembly is unmistak- 
able. With those votes, ratificatiop should be a 
“breeze.” 

This means that when Mendes-France arrives 
in Washington for his talks with President Eisen- 
hower, he will be the first French Premier able 
to talk from a “position of strength.” Bidault 
et al could assert their sincere belief in an inte- 
grated European defense system, including Ger- 
many. But with them it was only an ideal which 
they were willing to advocate. Mendes-France has 
the votes. 

More important, however, is the possible effect 
of the French Socialists’ decision in Germany. 
For years the German Social Democrats have 
opposed rearmament before reunification. With 
defections from Chancellor Adenauer’s coalition 
like that of the Free Democrats, the Socialists 
might well carry the day against the Old Gen- 
tleman. But the various European Socialist par- 
ties feel that, within the decent limits of na- 
tional loyalties, they should stand for the same 
things. 

That is why former Prime Minister Attlee per- 
sonally tried to persuade German Socialists to 
swing around to rearmament. And that is why 
he has been fighting so hard to keep the British 
Labor party “straight” on this issue. The party's 
big seashore conventions, however, did, not set 
as unmistakable an example for their German 
friends as might be desired. Laborites are di- 
vided although those in the House of Commons 
now have decided to support the new agreements. 

Frankly, the British example is not nearly so 
courageous as the overwhelming demonstration 
by the French Socialists. Perhaps there is a 
greater affinity between the German Social Dem- 
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ocrats and the Laborites than between the Ger- 
mans and their French opposite numbers. No 
doubt, Socialists share the doubts and the dis- 
trusts of their countrymen. But this makes the 
French party's decision all the more impressive. 

It may be as big a boon to Adenauer as it is 
to Mendes-France. 
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The Appointive Power 

Gov. Donnelly remains determined not to fill 
the three new Sixteenth Circuit judgeships with 
selections from the three-man panels submitted 
to him for each seat by the judicial commission 

of the district. He has advanced a number of 
arguments and suggestions to the commission. 
But in the end, he bases his stand on a*refusal 
to abuse his appointive power. 

Quite aside from the qualifications of the 
nominees, the Governor insists that their names 
were presented to him for political reasons. This, 
he asserts, goes against the very purpose of the 
nonpartisan court plan—for which, by the way, 
he showed not the slightest enthusiasm while a 
State Senator. In fact, he worked hard, if in vain, 
for its repeal. Now he is all solicitude for the 
plan. In any event, no shadow must fall on his 
use of his appointive power. ‘ 

Here the Governor strikes a noble pose, in- 
deed. But he forgets that in this case his ap- 
pointive power is very limited. In looking for a 
way to put better men on the bench, the fram- 
ers of the Constitutional amendment rejected 
both the elective and appointive methods. The 
court plan is a happy compromise partaking of the 
nature of both. The elective element has been 
reduced to the question of whether a judge shall 
continue to serve; the appointive element has 
been narrowed to a selection by the Governor 
from among the nominees of a judicial com- 
mission. 

If such a commission submits the names of 
unworthy men, the reflection is on it and not 
on the mandatory exercise of the Governor's ap- 
pointing power. That power is purposely limited 
lest a Governor insist on nominees politically 
or personally acceptable to him. Gov. Donnelly 

has placed himself in the very position against 
which the safeguards of the court plan were 
drawn. He should fulfill his part in the process 
of filling these judgeships and leave the judicial 
commission’s share of the responsibility to the 
commission. 

After all, his appointive power is not that 
of a dictator or an absolute monarch. This is 
Missouri.

Wouldn't you know it? A fellow has now in- 
vented a way to keep unused time from being 
left on a parking meter. The departing car passes 
over a rubber hose and moves a lever which 
wipes out the unexpired time on the meter. The 
inventor of this infernal device is Francis J.

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The Perils of Debate 


We never took college debating very serious- 
ly. The boys who could embrace the affirmative 
and negative side of any given proposition with 
equal facility always seemed to us a little on 
the slick side, and their exercises of doubtful 
educational value. 

College debate has survived our disapproval, 
however. It has even become institutionalized to 
the point where the Speech Association of Amer- 
ica annually sets the debate topic for the whole 
country. This year the association has set the 
topic: 

“Resolved, that the United States should ex- 
tend diplomatic recognition, to the Communist 
Government of China.” 

If it is controversy you need for college de- 
bate, that would seem to be an excellent topic, 
Communism and China being two of the most 
fiercely controversial subjects going just now. 
This brings us to the news, which we would not 
believe if we had not read it in The Des Moines 
Register, that several teachers’ college presidents 
in Nebraska are refusing to let their debaters 
debate the chosen topic. . 

According to the Register, these educational 
statesmen in Nebraska have figured out that if 
their boys debate this topic, they are going to 
be arguing in the affirmative half the time. 
That’s the rule. And if the lads take the affirma- 
tive half the time, they may convince somebody 
that Communist China should be recognized, by 
golly—and that seems to bother the Nebraska 
educators. 

“I personally feel,” said one of them, “that 
back of it all is a bit of a desire on the part of 
somebody to indoctrinate a few thousand college 
youths with what I believe to be a dangerous 
philosophy.”

Official documents, published by the 
Communist Government, report that 
numerous forced labor camps have been 
set up all over Communist China. Slave 
laborers, counting probably millions of 
men and women, already are making 
important contributions to economic re- 
construction and especially to the Com- 
munist industrialization program. 

Mass internment of “enemies of the 
people” began immediately after the 
Communists took over. Yet it is appar- 
ently only now that political prisoners 
are being used as slave labor on a large 
scale. 

“Regulations Governing Labor Serv- 
ice for Reform,” published Sept. 7, and 
other documents which have come into 
the hands of Western experts show how 
thoroughly the Chinese Communists are 
imitating the Soviet model. In fact, Lo 
Jui-ching, vice chairman of the Comniit- 
tee of Political and Legal Affairs and 
Minister of Public Security, who com- 
mented on the new regulations, not only 
admitted that they were drafted accord- 
ing to Soviet patterns but that actual 
assistance was received from Soviet le- 
gal experts. ~ 


Wealth at Little Expense 


The number of the inmates of the 
Chinese labor camps is not disclosed. 
Unofficial estimates place the figure at 
several millions, citing as their authori- 
ty such statements as the following 
from the People’s Daily in Peking. 


“A nationwide campaign has resulted 
fin the arrest of large numbers of ban- 
dits, despots, special service agents, 
backbone elements of reactionary par- 
ties and corps, and leaders of reaction- 
ary societies and Taoist (indigenous re- 
ligious) organizations. These elements 
have been sentenced to prison terms, de- 
prived of political rights, and eventually 
organized in corps where they carry out 
their reform through forced labor.”

As an example of slave labor contri- 
bution to Chinese reconstruction, he 
stressed that last year the “labor serv- 


ice for reform” turned out more than 
2,000,000,000 bricks and 770,000,000 
tiles, directly supplied to the state’s cap- 
ital construction projects. 

The hosiery works of the labor serv- 
ice in Peking turned out 714,000 dozen 
socks. The Tientsin Steel Works pro- 
duced more than 1,700,000 couplers for 
steam radiators. . 

In principle, political “criminals” are 
sentenced to prison terms of definite 


_ length by the Chinese people’s courts. 


A number of prisoners are thus returned 
to normal life after their terms. 

Yet the decision whether the prison- 
er shall be released or not is apparent- 
ly completely arbitrary and depends 
solely on the decision of the camp com- 
mander. 


Prisoners Are Retained 


According to the new regulations, 
“Criminals shall be educated to admit 
their guilt and to obey the law.” Forced 
labor aims at “wiping out criminal 
thoughts and establishing for the prison- 
ers a new moral, Communist code.” 

This means that those among the po- 
litical prisoners who fail “to see the 
light” are being retained in the labor 
camp for another period of service. 
Other “criminals,” the Communists say, 
must be prevented from returning to 
crime because of their inability to find 
a living. 

Finally, there are a certain number 
of political prisoners who, after expira- 
tion of their prison term, “want to be 
relieved of the anxiety of employment” 
and therefore volunteer to remain in 
the camp, according to the Communists. 

The number of these “voluntary” 
slave laborers must be quite high, be- 
cause out of the prisoners released from 
the slave labor farm Ching Ho near 
Peking, not less than 27 per cent re- 
mained in the camp “voluntarily.”

“yardstick” theory which called 
for public power projects here 
and there to show how cheaply 
power could be produced, and 
thus, by this competitive exam- 
ple, to bring down utility rates. 
That happened. 

So successful was TVA in vir- 
tually making over one area of 
our nation by proper develop- 
ment of a great river valley, that 
of the Tennessee, that the idea 
was tried elsewhere. It was not 
a new idea, really. Theodore

Check-Off 
Used at 
St. Nick’s 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (UP)— 
Tex Sullivan, promoter and 
matchmaker at St. Nicholas 
Arena, admitted today his club 
has used the “check-off” system 
in 19 instances to pay $100 
fighter-manager “donations” to 
the New York Boxing Guild. 

Sullivan made this admission 
at the forenoon session of the 
Guild monopoly inquiry before 
the New York State Athletic 
Commission. 


However, he explained it was 
done at the request of the man- 
agers of fighters who had ap- 
peared on television bouts at St. 
Nicholas Arena. He said 17 of 
the 19 were managers from out 
of town. And the other two were 
managers who would not have 
the time to meet the “Guild col- 
lector of donations.” 


The Guild collector was desig- 
naed by Sullivan as. Custer 
D'Amato, manager of light 
heavyweight contender Floyd 
Patterson. 


Before the session recessed, 
Ray Arcel, director of the Sat- 
urday Night TV Fights, testified 
that he had paid $13,000 to the 
International Guild Magazine as 
“strictly advertising and not as 
any tribute.”’ 


Arcel said he paid the $13,000 
over a period of about a year 
during which he did about $700,- 
000 worth of business. He ex- 
plained that the magazine ceased 
publication about a year. ago 
and that he has paid nothing 
since then to the guild. 


Arcel, president of the Ray 
Arcel Enterprises, Inc., which 
stages the Saturday night fights, 
was slugged with a gas pipe by 
an unidentified man in Boston 
in the fall of 1953. He was in a 
hospital for weeks with a brain 
concussion. 

Others who testified before 
the recess were: Dewey Fra- 
getta, assistant to Arcel, and Joe 
Arata, president and promoter 
at Eastern Parkway Arena in 
Brooklyn. 

Sullivan stressed that his or- 
ganization had not taken the 
Guild donation off the checks 
of any others of the 52 man- 
agers whose boys had TV fights 
at St. Nicholas while he was 
matchmaker there. 

The matchmaker denied firm- 
ly that he showed any discrim- 
ination in favor of guild fight- 
ers for TV bouts as against 
members of the rival Metropoli- 
fighters whose managers 
tan Boxing Alliance. He also 
denied he had used Guild man- 
agers to book fighters of pilots 
who were not Guild members.

PETITIONS RULED 


QUT FOR SCHOOL 
BOARD RACES 


Attorney General Says 
Court Ruling Removes 
Requirement to File 
Lists.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 12 
—Candidates for the Board of | 


Education in St. Louis need ho | 
longer file nominating petitions, 
Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton held today. 

He said the only requirement 


in view of a recent Supreme 
Court decision is for candidates 
to notify the Board of Education 
of their desire to run for office. 
The board, he said, could set 
up “reasonable regulations” for 
such notifications. 

Dalton’s ruling was in an 
opinion which had been request- 
ed by Michael J. Doherty, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners. It was 
sought in view of a decision by 
the Missouri State Supreme 
Court last June in which the 
court held that the name of 
Paul W. Preisler should be 
placed on ballots for the elec- 
tion last Nov, 2 as an independ- 
ent candidate for Congress from 
the Second District. 

In today’s opinion Dalton said 
that court's ruling in the Preis- 
ler case had, by implication, re- 
moved the requirement that can- 
didates must present petitions 
bearing signatures equal to at 
least 2 per cent of the vote in 
the last previous election in St. 
Louis. 

The Hilsman law, passed by 
the State Legislature in 1953 
and applying to minority par- 
ties, in effect repealed the elec- 
tion laws requiring the petitions 
under section 120,030 of the re- 
vised statutes, it said. 

“We do not find the General 
Assembly has expressly provided 
for the nomination of candidates 
for election on the Board of 
Education of school districts in 
cities of more than 500,000 pop- | | 
ulation,” Dalton’s opinion said. | 

“It seems that a person seek- 
ing election to a school board 
has merely to advise the Board 
of Education of your school dis- 
trict of his or her desire to be 
a candidate.” 

It is then the duty of the 
board to include the names of 
those individuals on the ballot, 
Dalton: added. He noted that 
the board has the implied power 
to prescribe reasonable regula- 
tions as to the form in whic 
candidacies are to be filed. 


SEISMOGRAPH HERE RECORDS 


The St. Louis University. seis- 
mograph recorded the earth- 
quake which shook San Diego 
today, but while the record here 
indicated a strong shock no 
damage was reported in the Cal- 
ifornia city. 

Dr. Ross Henrich, university 
geophysics professor, said the 
center of the quake was 1600 
miles southwest of St. Louis in 
the Lower California region of 
Mexico. He said the same area 
has had a Series of smaller 
shocks since Oct. 1, one of 
which also was felt in San Di- 
ego. 
The recording here and as 
far east as Cleveland indicated 
a sharp quake, and an amateur 
seismologist in San Diego said 
it registered 6 on the Mercalli 
scale, which has a 12 maximum 
reading, the Associated Press 


six minutes, the report added, 
and the jolt’s center was about 
70 miles southeast of San Diego 
in a sparsely populated area.

The problem facing the world 
is co-existence or non-existence, 
Dr. Martin Niemoeller, German 
Lutheran pastor, told an audi- 
ence here last night via tele- 
phone from Berlin.

ART BUCHWALD him, wrote an arti- 
cle saying the Watusi were so wild that the 
Belgians had to bring in the British to tame 
them. He made many lies about my people and 
taught me never to trust journalists. 

“It has been written,” he said, “that the 
Watusi do nothing but dance all day. Out of 
2,500,000 people we have 150 dancers. The 
Belgian Government gives us 40,000 francs a 
year to buy costumes for our dancers. The 
dance was dying out, but the Belgians asked us 
to cdntinue it. At the native school for clerks 
one of the required subjects is native dancing. 
That is the only way we’ve been able to continue 
te dancing. The rest of my people work very 

ard.”

THE WATUTSI are about the tallest people 
in Africa and if they ever formed a basketball 
team they would be unbeatable. It is not out 
of the ordinary to see men seven feet tall. In 
some cases you have to climb a stepladder to 
whisper something into a Watusi’s ear. 

The Mwami, or King, lives in a 25-room pal- 
ace with his wife. His father was deposed by 
the Belgians over some political disagreements 
and the Mwami is by no means his own master. 


According to him he’s happiest when he’s be- 
hind the wheel of his 1953 Studebaker barreling 
up and down the mountains of the Ruanda at 
80 and 90 miles an hour. 

“What do the new Studebakers look like?” 
he asked. 

We told him we though they were lower than 
the 53 and he seemed disturbed. 

“My head touches the ceiling now,” he said. 

He told us he took out the back seat of his 
car and had the front seat moved back so he 
could stretch his legs. 


x * * 


THE MWAMI even goes hunting in his car 
and said he recently shot the sixth largest buf- 
falo in the world. 

He has seen “King Solomon’s Mines” twice, 
and while he enjoyed watching his people in 
Technicolor he said he thought the story was 
far-fetched. He said he much preferred Alan 
Ladd in “Traffic in Saigon.” 


The Mwami’s income comes from his cows 
and taxes from his subjects. In case of civil 
suits a native court decides, but when a crime 
is committed the Belgians take over. 


When he travels among his subjects they .do 
not bow, but applaud. He yells back “Muraga,” 
which we were told translates into something 
like “Let it be good with you.” (What’s good for 
the Watusi is usually good for the Mwami.)

MWAMI INTRODUCED US to Iyarwema, a 
six-foot-five Watusi who had the leading native 
role in “King Solomon’s Mines.” 


Through an interpreter Iyarwema revealed he 
had not seen the picture, nor any moving pic- 
ture for that matter. He was 56 years old and 
said he enjoyed working in the picture 
except everyone was so slow and he had to keep 
doing things over and over again. Even though 
he did it right the first time the white men 
still made him do it again, which to him was 
a real waste of time. i 

He was paid for his work at the rate of about 
$3 a day, but he told us the next time he made 
a picture he was going to ask for $5. 

“Why?” 

Because the work was too hard and you have 
to do things over all the time. It wasn’t as if 
he was an extra and received 20 cents a day. 
He had an important part in the picture and 
he did it right the first time and they made 
him do the same thing again and again. Well, 
if that’s the way it was, it was okay with him, 
but he had to be paid more,

WE TOLD HIM $5 a day was a lot of money 
for M-G-M to pay a movie star, but we'd pass 
the word on to Dore Schary the next time we 
saw him. .

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The New Films

Brilliancy and Power 
HERE has seldom been such red dramatic meat served 
T on the screen as in “ON THE WATERFRONT,” at 
LOEW’S STATE THEATER. Elia Kazan's depiction of 
the savagery of life on a Brooklyn waterfront dock where a 
y labor racketeer and his thugs run the live- 
U % Koa lihood of the longshoremen seethes with 
Za vitality and raw realism. It is an exciting, 
me brilliant, electric job replete with remark- 
able acting. Certainly it is one of the 
year’s top pictures. 
S Director Kazan shot the exterior scenes 
actually on the Brooklyn waterfront. The 
drab and dingy setting, the grimy, leathery workers, give 
a harsh, bitter flavor of reality and immediacy to the drama. 
The shining towers of Manhattan and an occasional great 
liner in the East river form a background for the grim 
struggle at the dirtier level of commerce and existence. 
The scream of boat whistles, the chugging of engines, in- 
terrupt the dialogue. Steam from sewers and breaths of 
the actors on the frosty air mix in the murky atmosphere 
of docks, railroad sidings, warehouses, cranes, tugs, shoddy 
tenements. The longshoremen’s tough, acrid faces are wary, 
resigned. The boss racketeer arrogantly holds court in his 
waterfront shack, distributing largesse and flanked by his 
flat-nosed thugs (actually played by ex-heavyweight fight- 
ers like Tony Galento and Tami Mauriella). 


Budd Schulberg’s sinewy script is a masterpiece of 
shaping the drama to reality. When thugs lounge expec- 
tantly in front of a store waiting for a recalcitrant dock- 
worker to be pushed off a roof, and the scream comes, one 
bruiser grins and says, ‘‘Well, I guess Joey can’t fly.” The 
tale of how a courageous priest attempts to lead the revolt 
and finally gets a wedge into the wall of apathy and fear 
when a hanger-on in the racketeer’s mob gets a glimmer of 
conscience over his part in the first murder, is logical, 
muscular and powerful. The bitter twists (when the hero 
testifies against the tyrant, even after his own brother has 
been murdered, his fellow workers regard him as a stool- 
pigeon and treat him as a pariah) the stark brutality and 
venom of the struggle are all there. 


As the ex-prizefighter who rebels against the boss, 
Marlon Brando gives a tremendous performance. The slow 
thinking apparatus grinds, the words are fumbling, the man- 
ner stubborn, a glint in the hooded eyes gives a flash of 
meaning. There is a vivid projection of the character, a 
strong, controlled emotion behind the inarticulate facade. 
* And this has the company of some extremely forceful act- 
ing by Lee J. Cobb as the racketeer, Karl Malden as the 
priest, Eva Marie Saint as the embittered sister of the first 
murder victim with whom Brando falls in love, and Rod 
Steiger as Brando’s brother who refuses to kill him and is 
murdered in punishment. 


More Young Love frdm Sweden 


“BALLET INTERLUDE,” a Swedish film which opens 
‘tonight at the SHADY OAK, is a moody piece of work 
about young love in the country in summertime with a 
tragic denouement, a favorite theme in Swedish pictures. 
As in the recent “One Summer of Happi- 
ness,” there is a frank and sensitive de- 
piction of the affair, illustrated at times 
with beautiful shots of racing clouds or 
sun dancing on the water—and, yes, 
there's a nude swimming scene as in the 
previous film, although it is done in long 
shots and less likely to attract police cen- 
sure. This is told in flashbacks, with the girl, a ballet 
dancer) brooding over her dead lover, but finally, after a 
searching talk with the ballet master, pulling herself to- 
gether and looking brightly to a future with ‘a young 
newspaper man. 

This is not quite as good an exposition of the subject 
as was “One Summer of Happiness.” But it is penetrating, 
thoughtful, and illuminating as it contrasts the joie de 
vivre of the 15-year-old girl in the utter happiness of her 
first love, and the bitter melancholy of the mature. bal- 
lerina. Sometimes there is a tendency to linger too long 
over nuances; one wishes they’d get on with it. At the 
time of this writing, the names of the cast and director 
weren't available. But the heroine, whoever she is, (she 
resembles somewhat the English actress, Claire Bloom) is 
‘a remarkably good actress of delicacy, emotion and depth. 


English Whimsey 


Literary speculation on what the results would be if 
we could forsee the future is always intriguing.

-HORSE’S MOUTH,” a chipper comedy at the PAGEANT, 
comes up with the subject again.

Happy Family of 13 Girls, One Boy 


Mother Tells How They Co-operate, Make Ends Meet on $50 a Week

When the nation’s biggest “all- 
girl family” suddenly added a 
little son recently, that was news 
across the country. What it meant 
to that family, how they live to- 
gether—and how they get along 
on an income of $50 a week—is 
told in the following article by 
the proud and happy mother. 


PITTSFIELD, Me. 

) Nov. 12 (INS). 
Y husband, Lloyd, and I 
have always been proud of 
our all-girl family of 13. It 
is true that as far as we can find 
out that we had the nation’s larg- 
est all-girl family, but without a 
boy to carry on the family name 

it really didn’t seem just right. 

Lloyd and I had hoped for a 
boy often in the past. We never 
talked about it much, but Leslie 
Benjamin came as a welcome 
and wonderful surprise. He was 
named for both grandfathers. All 
the girls are thrilled with a baby 
brother. 

A boy in our all-girl family 
will, of course, call for a few 
changes as times passes: such as 
an additional room as he grows 
older. One paint to consider was 
expressed by my husband when 
the boy was born, “Gee, I’m glad 
it’s a boy, but I expect he'll be 
spoiled.” 

Maybe he will be spoiled for 
a time while he is young, but 
in a large family each one lives 
to help another; therefore the 
chance of anyone being spoiled 
for long is not a serious problem. 

If you have never had an op- 
portunity to see firsthand how a 
large family such as ours lives, 
each doing her work and at the 
same time thinking about and 
co-operating with the others, you 
have « 1issed something very won- 
derful indeed. With so many it 
just has to be that way. 

All the safeguard we need 
against our son’s being spoiled 
will be taken care of by time 
and necessity. As soon as he is 
old enough he will have his lit- 
tle duties to do right along with 
his sisters and will soon realize 
that by helping and .o-operat- 
ing all are happy and get a full 
measure from life. 

As a truck driver and work- 
man at the Northeastern Dye 
& Chemical Co., Lloyd makes 
$50 a week for a full week's 
work. Sometimes he doesn't 
have full time because of lack 
of work. Then, I tell you, we 
just have to cut down and it’s a 
mighty hard thing to do. 

Tene budget was benefited 
while my dad was living with 
us by his monthly pension of 
$50. With this increase in our 
budget we were able to enjoy 
many of the small luxuries that 
we have to do without since his 
passing in June.

not a fancy one but we try to get 
plenty of good, nourishing solid 
food.

It takes about four 
of either for a meal. Once a 
month, if our money permits, we 
make a batch of fudge. It takes 
about five or six pounds of sugar 
and we like peanut butter in it, 
too. 

Alma is our candy maker, 
usually. Eunice, Alma and 
Elaine are all very fine cooks, 
and they take turns at the cake 
board. 

Every meal calls for a big pan 
of biscuits. In a week we use 
up two bags of white flour, or 
50 pounds, along with six pounds 
of butter, six pounds of lard or 
shortening, four dozen cans of 
milk, 20 pounds of sugar for 
cereal and coffee, plus two gal- 
lons of buttermilk, usually given 
us by a neighbor. And potatoes 
really don’t last at all around 
here. We use about one bushel 
every week. 

Every day we plan what we 
call our meat meal. If we have 
hamburger steak it takes about 
six pounds. to go around. Our 
grocery bill is usually about $30 
a week. 

Our home is really an old 
school house built over inside 
so that we have four rooms 
downstairs and one big room up- 
stairs. We have recently put 
on new fireproof shingles on the 
roof. Our kitchen is quite large 
and we have our table in the 
center.

My Day 
A Fir Tree for the A.A.U.N.

FRESNO, Calif.. 


T is very rare that I am happy 
| over the cutting down of a tree 

but the following story came 
to me from the Oregon chapter 
of the American Association for 
the U.N., and if a tree is to be 
cut down, this one, cut at the 
right time, served a good pur- 
pose. The story, as sent to me, 
is entitled, “Money That Grew 
on a Tree,” and here it is: 

One of Oregon’s oldest Doug- 
las firs has been used for a new 
kind of building—a _ building 
whose foundation is peace, 
whose framework is human 
rights, whose rooms, occupied by 
the people of the world, are jus- 
tice, tolerance, and social prog- 
ress, 

George E. Owen, Eugene lum- 
berman, donated the 400-year- 
old tree to the Oregon chapter 
to aid in financing the efforts 
of the A.A.U.N. The 275-foot- 
tall fir contained nearly 15,000 
board feet of lumber and was 
expected to net approximately 
$500 after deductions of costs of 
cutting, yarding, loading, haul- 
ing and other processing.

HOWEVER, WHEN the woods 
crew heard of the purpose this 
tree would serve they donated 
their labor. Along the way, as 
the tree progressed toward the 
finished product, the other U.N. 
supporters added their bit, un- 
til the cost of processing and 
marketing was further reduced. 
Cutters, loggers and haulers do- 
noted their work. To help 
further, the United States Ply- 
wood Corp., of Mapleton, Ore., 
who bought the tree, added $10 
per thousand feet to the price. 
The net from this lovely Doug- 
las fir was $1004.25, 


Mr, Owen, in donating the 
tree, said, “I feel it is sort of a 
small insurance policy for my 
twin grandsons, Daniel and Da- 
vid Qwen. If a _ peace-loving 
rancher would give a steer or 
even a sheep; or a farmer a few 
sacks of wheat; a gardener some 
of his extra carrots or beans; 
and some of our salaried people 
interested in this approach to 
peace, even one hour’s salary per 
month now and then, ample fi- 
nances to carry on this fine work 
would be assured.”

To get a good shine on copper 


or brass, use a good grade metal 
polish.

it down with turpentine or a 
non-inflammable solvent to re- 
move all traces of the polish.

Bookmobile for Children in U. City 
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CHILDREN AT NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE SCHOOL IN UNIVERSITY 


THE LIBRARY ON

IVE a child a good book and 
(jthe comic books don't have 

a chance. This is the opinion 
of more and more parents, more 
and more educators and author- 
ities in the field. They're prov- 
ing this theory in University 
City, where a new bookmobile, 
operating out of the VU. City 
Library five days a week, is 
kept busy furnishing children 
with volumes on science, adven- 
ture, fiction, biography, West- 
ern epics, humor, and just about 
everything but the comics. 


The yellow and gray shiny 
bus-and-trailer bookmobile vis- 
its eight public and two Cath- 
olic schools twice a month, and 
as soon as the bus stops, even 
before the doors are open, the 
lineup begins. Inside the attrac- 
tive wood-panelled trailer with 
its brightly decorated book- 
shelves, the driver, Lloyd Bran- 
stetter, sits behind a desk at 
one end of the library, to check 
in books, while two pretty, 
young librarians, Suzanne Strib- 
ling and Betty Gieseler, sit at 
the other end, to check books 
out. We squeezed back in a 
corner to watch normal pro- 
cedure,, and for a _ minute 
thought we'd gotten lost in one 
of the Western adventures in a 
chapter titled The Great Stam- 
pede. 


Their first visitors were the 
fourth graders at Nathaniel 
Hawthorne School, who, from 
all appearances are avid readers 
with discriminating and rather 
ambitious tastes. 

“All the children are like 
that,” said Suzanne, when we 
commented on the requests for 
scientific books. “They're all 
going to be Einsteins or Nobel 
prize winners, judging from the 
books requested. They're not 
satisfied with junior. books, 
either; they want advanced 
ones. A lot of them ask for 
books on television. We get the 
impression all children are try- 
ing to build or repair television 
sets nowadays.” 

“They like biographies, too,” 
‘Betty added, “and books on dino- 
saurs. One man came in not 
long ago and said, ‘Is my son 
abnormal? All he wants to read 
about are dinosaurs.’ We told 
him he was quite normal.” 

Sports books are popular, too. 
There’s a series of books on ball 
players and several books on Joe 
DiMaggio. (No, Suzanne told an 
adult in an aside, none on Mari- 
lyn Monroe.) 

A solemn little pigtailed girl 
came up just then. 

“Do you have any biogra- 
phies?” she inquired. ¢ 

Three boys, all in Cub Scout 
uniforms, lined up to check out 
their choices, which were as uni- 
form as their clothes. “Cowboy 
Sam and the Rodeo,” “Silver 
Chief to the Rescue,” “To Cali- 
fornia in a Covered Wagon.” 

A pretty blonde girl got in 
line. She was taking out a book 
on dinosaurs. The pigtailed girl 
came back with a book on Doc- 
tors Will and Charles Mayo. The 
curly-haired girl with her had, 
“Experiments in Chemistry.” A 
boy in a flannel shirt was read- 
ing “Baseball's Greatest Pitch- 
ers.” 


One request took us way back - 


to the fourth grade in a Home- 
stead (Fla.) school many light 
years ago to a day when the 
teacher read aloud from Jack 
London’s “White Farg.” When 
she stopped, in the most excit- 
ing part, she was beseeched by 
one little girl who wanted to 
know if she could please, please

take the book home. Well, here 
was another little fourth grade 
girl taking home “White Fang” 
by Jack London. 

It’s true, the librarians agreed, 
many childhood classics endure. 
“Adventures of Huckleberry 
Finn,” “Heidi,” “Robinson Cru- 
soe,” “Swiss Family Robin- 
son,” are still popular. Others, 
which depicted the life of their 
times, like “Elsie Dinsmore,” are 
hopelessly dated and probably 
shelved for good. 

“*The Bobbsey Twins’ are 
gone forever,” Suzanne said sad- 
ly, “and I have a whole collec- 
tion at home.” 

Besides serving the children 
of University City, the bookmo- 
bile has an adult clientele it 
visits at Canterbury Gardens, 
Darstdale, and the intersection 
at Sutter and Bartmer avenues. 
On adult shelves are “The 
Brothers Karamazov,” “Main 
Street,” “Rebecca,” and “Rain- 
tree County,” but by far the 
biggest demand is for house and 
garden type of magazines. 
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HE bookmobile was put into 
T operation this past August, a 

strategic time, as it de- 
veloped, because many children 
were restless and looking for 
something to do. Behind its be- 
ginning was a survey by the 
American Library Association 
which showed that people who 
live within a mile radius of a li- 
brary use it most and use dwin- 
dies with distance. Since the Uni- 
versity City library, at 630 
Trinity avenue, near the City 
Hall, serves an area of six 
square miles, it was felt that the 
bookmobile would bring its fa- 
cilities closer to all the citizens.

it issued 3600 books. Besides 
the bookmobile, the library has 
a children’s program, § story 
hours, and regular visiting per- 
iods for students at some of the 
schools. 


Mrs. Melba Moe, children’s 
librarian, goes along with the 
idea that it isn’t difficult to in- 
terest children in books on a 
much higher plane than the 
criticized comics. 


“Children are very impres- 
sionable; you can sway them one 
way or another,” she says. “They 
tell us they like the comics be-. 
cause they’re funny—they make 
them ‘feel good,” some of them 
told me—but they don't like 
them better than our books.” 


Jewell Grimes, who operates 
the library for the primary 
grades at Hawthorne School, 
echoes this opinion on the comic 
books. 

“I asked the children how 
many of ~~ read comics and 
found that most of them read 
Mickey Mouse and Donald Duck. 
Only two read adventure comics 
like Superman. Some said they 
liked comics because they were 
funny. Others said because they 
had short stories and you didn't 
have to read a whole book. Oth- 
ers said regular books had 
words that were too long and 
hard to read. They all had 
good reasons, and I think it in- 
dicates there’s a big field stifl 
open for the writers of chil- 
dren’s books.” 

Even in primary grades, how- 
ever, they are being weaned 
away to better books. Miss 
Grimes selects a number for the 
library table each day, and about 
one-third of the youngsters take 
a book home every night. 
They're interested in science, 
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INK is popular for every- 
P thing these days, and it makes

too; there’s a big run on butter- 
fly books each spring. 

“There isn't a comic book 
made that can compete with 
this,” Fred Brooks, principal of 
Hawthorne, told us, holding up 
a beautifully illustrated copy of 
“Pinocchio.” “There's never 
been a time when there were 
such beautiful books available 
for children and we are buying 
the same ones for the schools 
that parents buy from the stores. 
There was a time: when school 
library books were drab and col- 
orless, but they aren't now.” 


Brooks is of the opinion that 
there is far too much hue and 
cry over the two major view- 
with-alarm subjects, inability of 
children to read, and the threat 
of comics. 

“Our children read better 
nowadays than ever before,” he 
says. “We have the best read- 
ers we've ever had. As for com- 
ics, they simply aren't a problem 
in this school.”

“Some parents will let a child 
tell them about a movie he’s 
seen but won't let him tell them 
about a book he’s read,” he 
says.

During National Book Week, 
Nov. 14-20, this library will have 
a display of books for children 
and reading lists for parents to 
use in helping them make their 
selections. : 

“Parents should be alerted 
that all comics are not of the 
Donald Duck variety,” she says. 
“Teachers, librarians and others 
working with children should 
direct young readers into chan- 
nels of good literature. See that 
a child is introduced to good 
books and magazines that satis- 
fy his need for adventure and 
stories that stir the imagination. 
If he turns to comics because 
the story {s easier to grasp 
through pictures, help him dis- 
cover and learn to enjoy some 
of the easy-to-read, attractively 
illustrated books that fit his 
level of reading. 

“Parents are the first line of 
defense against the wrong kind 
of comics.”

HAND in the recent tourna- 
ment at San _ “Francisco 


brought distress and a cer- 
tain amount of embarrassment 
to a player who was the victim 
of the rare “smother play.”

Most of the North-South pairs 
ended up at one no-trump, on 
some such bidding as one club 
by South, one diamond by 
North, one no-trump by South— 
all pass. This was a very satis- 
factory contract with the cards 
distributed as they were. 


One South, however, was of 
that school which makes a fet- 
ish of “finding a major-suit con- 
tract,” and so, instead of rebid- 
ding one no-trump, he elected 
to bid a spade over partner's 
diamond—and played the hand 
at one spade. He didn’t do well 
in a match-point sense, but he 
did much better than he should 
have. 

West opened his top diamond, 
dummy put in the jack, and East 
ducked, Declarer led the club 
jack from the board to tempt 
East into covering, but when 
East played low, South went up 
with the ace to lead a trump to- 
ward dummy. West ducked and 
the jack held. 

Now South re-entered his 
hand with a club and led an- 
other trump. West put up the 
ace and exited with a diamond. 
East covered the queen; South 
won and exited with his last dia- 
mond. 

East shifted to a low heart. 
West won with the jack, cashed 
the heart king and the club 
queen, and then, instead of mak- 
ing the supremely simple play 
of a low trump to the now-blank 
king, shifted back to hearts, 
thereby locking East into the 
lead. 

The defense had now reached 
a sad state. East had nothing 
to return except a red card. De- 
clarer ruffed with the eight of 
trumps—and West found him- 
self “smothered.” If he over- 
ruffed the eight with the queen, 
dummy would in turn overruff 
him with the king; and if he 
elected to play under South’s 
trump, South would hold the 
trick, discard the club from 
dummy, and take the fulfifling 
trick with the king of trumps. 

It is, to repeat, a rare event 
when declarer brings off a 
smother play through his own 
devices, but it is even rare when 
a defender manages to smother 
himself. ,
